Leaky Insulators On P. E. 
Power Line Start ■•Fire­ 
works ; Bother Sleepers 


Citizens who were rudely awak­ 
ened early this morning 
by 
a 
series of terrific crashes will be 
glad to learn that the explosions 
were not caused by an alien en­ 
emy air raid. 
The peaceful quietude was dis­ 
turbed by nothing more nor less 
than the bursting of electric light 
plobes all over the south end of 
the city. 
The trouble occurred at 3:37 
o’clock this morning. 
Leaky in­ 
sulators on the Pacific 
Electric 
power line south of town, carrying 
15,000 volts wf electricity caused 
the heavily charaed wire to drop 
onto the lines of the Edison com­ 
pany, carried on the same pole 
line, with the result that the fire­ 
works began immediately. 
H. L. Delmar!, in charge of the 
sub-station of the 
Edison 
Com­ 
pany, immediately turned off all 
the power, and within a half hour 
the line men had been notified 
and were searching for the cause 
of the trouble. 
This was 
soon 
found about a mile south of the 
center of the city. 
The damage done by the acci­ 
dent 
amounts 
to 
considerable. 
Between 200 and 300 street lights 
were smashed, some being burned 
so that they 
dropped 
to 
the 
street, crashing the shades and re­ 
flectors. 
Several of 
the 
trans­ 
formers in the sub-station were 
burned out, causing delay in get­ 
ting the plant into working order 
again. 
The damage is being repaired 
today, and it is expected that all 
lights w ill be burning again by to­ 
night. 
It is not yet definitely de­ 
termined whether or 
not 
there 
were any of the residence lights 
burned out. This will not become 
evident until the lights are turned 
on this evening.

Defendant

The Jury that tried M. a . Bruce of 
Santa Ana on a charge of felony In­ 
volving a minor, a school girl, brought 
in a verdict of guilty yesterday after­ 
noon at 4:30 o’clock after,it had been 
out about an hour and a half. 
Bruce collapsed, and had to be help­ 
ed from tho court room. 
The jury heard the arguments, pre­ 
sented ably 
by 
District 
Attorney 
Wrist and Deputy Koepsel for the pros­ 
ecution and Attorney Bishop for the 
defense, and received the case from 
Judge Sloane of San Diego about 3 
o’clock. 
Under the new state law, in canes 
such as this was, the jury has the 
right to determine, when a verdict 
of guilty is decided upon, whether the 
defendant shall In 
sentenced to the 
state penitentiary or to the county 
jail. 
In this case the verdict was 
that Bruce nhall he sentenced to the 
state penitentiary. 
Sentence was fixed for IO o’clock 
tomorrow morning. Under the state 
law and the finding of the jury, the 
judge can deliver hut one sentence, 
and this is a sentence of not over titty 
years in one of tho state prisons. 
The first jury that tried Bruce dis­ 
agreed, eleven for conviction and one 
for acquittal. That wan several weeks 
ago.

A NEW U. S. 


There is a movement afoot for the 
establishment of a national federation 
in Central America. 
Honduras 
has 
submitted a proposition of this sort 
to her neighbors, Guatemala, Salvador, 
Costa Rica and Nicaragua. 
Tile idea 
is the merging of these live independ­ 
ent states into one republic, something 
after the pattern of our own country. 
It might be called the United States 
of Central America. 
In this scheme the tiny republic of 
Tanaina, the special nursling of Uncle 
Sam, seems 
to 
have been ignored. 
That is probably due to natural and 
commendable deference 
to 
us. 
We 
feel 
safer 
about 
our 
canal 
with 
Panama Independent 
and 
linked to 
this country 
by 
strong moral and 
political ties than we should if Pan­ 
ama were merely a minor state in a 
league whose in te r e s ts 
might 
occa­ 
sionally clash with our own. 
But as regards the merging of the 
five states mentioned, it seems in all 
ways a desirable project. None of the 
five now amount to a great deal in 
power or influence. 
Combined, they 
would probably have more political 
stability, make more rapid progress, 
and exercise greater influence in inter­ 
national affairs 
W e should find such 
a union easier to deal with than five 
independent 
nations 
of
